BASIC HAND SPLINT COMPONENT 



1. Scope —Specifies dimensional and other requirements. 
2» Shape and Dimensions — As shown in Fig. 1.

3. Material — Aluminium alloy conforming to Designation HS30WP of IS:737-1965 'Specification 
for wrought aluminium and aluminium alloys, sheet and strip (for general engineering purposes) 
(revised)'* 

4. Workmanship and Finish — The component shall be cut to size shown in Fig. 1. It shall be 
reasonably flat and the cut edges shall be straight. It shall be free from tool marks and surface defects. 
The cut edges shall be rounded by grinding or filing. The piece shall be highly polished. The final 
shaping of the component shall be done at the time of fitting of the splint to the individual. 

5* Marking — Each component shall be marked with the following: 

a) Manufacturer's name, initials or recognized trade-mark; and 

b) Size of the component.

6. Packing — As agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier. 
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
